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How to reach? 

let regular ST bus service from swargate to Mulshi directly. 

Car/Bike: The way to Mulshi is very simple. You take the road from Pune to Kothrud which 
further goes towards Chandni Chowk. From there you start towards Paud Gaon. The ride is not 
very challenging as the road is pretty much unidirectional. Mulshi is nearly 35 kms. Tamhini is 15 
Kms from here. Lavasa too can be visited from Mulshi. 

Description: This is one of the best travel/picnic destinations near Pune. It is an attraction all 
throughout the year but the true beauty of this region comes out especially during the Monsoons. 
The Mulshi dam backwaters are beautiful. The huge waterfall enhances your joy. After enjoying 
Mulshi you should visit Tamhini Ghat. It is basically the entrance to Kokan and is practically a 
heaven on earth. 

Precautions: Take care of not going too deep in the Mulshi Dam's backwaters. Also when 
travelling through Tamhini, lookout for falling stones. The risks aren't as serious as the condition 
of the roads though :p also, make sure you don't run out of petrol as there are no petrol pumps 
once you leave the outskirts of Mulshi.
